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Recovering the lost 
language of villages 


For thousands of years, argues New Hampshire 
architect David Howard, human beings seem to 
have known quite well and quite instinctively 
how to design and build their villages. It is 
only recently, Howard says, that modern man 
seems to have lost that ability...as we also lost 
our instinct for sustainable design. Howard be- 
lieves we are now trying to recapture both in- 
stincts. 


After years touring villages here and in Europe 
in an effort to understand thoroughly how suc- 
cessful village design evolved, Howard believes 
he understands “the lost language of villages” 
and sees in this understanding an enormous 
opportunity for all of us to regain control over 


the design and development of our villages and 
new towns. 


In his April 15 presentation in the BSA Lecture 
Series, Howard shares his perception of this lost 
language and describes his own current efforts 
to design villages that offer “ethical alternatives 
to Disneyland” as he designs three classic New 
England villages at the foot of the tallest moun- 
tain in Massachusetts. 


Howard, who is also a wonderful story-teller, 
was trained as an architect at MIT and is the 
founder of The Village Company of New En- 
gland. His BSA presentation on April 15 be- 
gins with a 5:30 pm reception at the BAC, 320 
Newbury St., Boston. There is no charge for 
BSA members; all others are welcome and pay 
$3.00 or may join the BSA at the door.

BSA President Peter Kuttner AIA reports regularly in 
this space on BSA Board action. 


At recent monthly meetings of the BSA Board of Di- 
rectors: 


@ We welcomed journalist, erstwhile candidate for 
Mayor of Boston, and now radio host Chris Lydon 
to the Board, as the BSA’s new Public Director. 
Lydon, who succeeds former State Senator George 
Bachrach as the BSA’s Public Director, fills a role 
that has become increasingly valuable on the Board, 
as we benefit from the perspective provided by some- 
one who is not an architect. 


@ = The resurgent Urban Design Committee “focus 
teams” drew much of our attention in recent months 
as we discussed the work of focus teams addressing 
the new seaport development proposals, the revital- 
ization of City Hall Plaza, and the imminent cre- 
ation of a team focusing on the new convention cen- 
ter. Board members Chris Lydon, Rick Kobus AIA, 
Roger Goldstein FAIA, and Rebecca Barnes AIA also 
led a Board discussion of ways in which the work of 
these focus teams might symbolize the contributions 
of the design profession during the last half of this 
century. Lydon suggested that the architectural com- 
munity consider appropriate ways of “summing up 
the century” — from the standpoint of urban design 
and development — as we approach the millen- 
nium. 


@ We commended Practice Commissioner Tim 
Twomey AIA for his restructuring of the Professional 
Practice Committee into a network of project-spe- 
cific task forces; the effort allows BSA members and 
allies to focus on efforts such as the BSA fees and 
compensation surveys, management information/of- 
fice-filing systems standards, designer-selection for 
large commercial and institutional projects, the 
project relationships between architects and engi- 
neers, and the definition of “expanded architectural 
services” implied by new AIA Document B141. For 
more information or to become involved in these ef 
forts, call Richard Fitzgerald at 617-951-1433x232. 


= The gathering of architects and lawmakers on 
Beacon Hill on April 8 is one of the continuing leg- 
islative issues/activities addressed by the Board.

Chris Lydon named

Now Lydon will bring his own political 
experience as well as his extensive experience as a 
journalist and radio host to the efforts of the BSA 
to improve our public communications programs, 
shape our new magazine (ArchitectureBoston), de- 
velop the new staff PR/Communications role, and 
use wisely the national television advertising cam- 
paign proposed for 1999. 


Lydon, as most readers no doubt know, is the host of 
“The Connection,” the WBUR/NPR radio program. 
A former reporter for The New York Times, Lydon 
also was a candidate for Mayor of Boston in 1993 
and is a long-time advocate and often critic of design 
and development in Boston.

“that our audience was more passionate, more 
voluble on the re-design of Boston City Hall Plaza, 
for example, than on the presidential race of 1996.”

Design firm marketing and PR 
directors gather at BSA 


Marketing and public relations/communications 
managers and directors of Massachusetts architecture 
firms gathered at the BSA in February and March at 
the invitation of BSA Executive Director Richard 
Fitzgerald and Deputy Director Nancy Jenner. The 
intent was to begin to identify ways in which the 
BSA could work even more closely with design firm 
marketing professionals to promote the work of Mas- 
sachusetts architects. 


As the BSA prepares to hire its own full-time PR/ 
Communications Director and as the national AIA 
prepares to embark on a national television advertis- 
ing campaign, there is a growing interest among 
Massachusetts architects in heightening public 
awareness of architects and architecture in this re- 
gion. 


Among the two dozen marketing professionals who 
gathered at the BSA in February there was an imme- 
diate consensus that the opportunity to meet regu- 
larly was important. As a result, this group — the 
BSA Marketing and PR Breakfast Group — now 
meets on the fourth Wednesday of each month at 8 
am at the BSA. Each monthly gathering will focus 
on a specific marketing or public relations issue and 
discussion is led by one or more of the professionals 
participating in the meeting.

In a January 1998 mailing to all AIA and ASLA 
chapters in the U.S., Greenpeace asked the American 
architectural community to help prevent the further 
loss of the world’s ancient forests and the millions of 
species that depend on them. Greenpeace is focus- 
ing especially on timber from British Columbia's 
coast, the largest source of ancient forest wood used 
in the U.S. Virtually all logging in British Columbia 
is accomplished through the clear-cutting of old- 
growth forests.

(Again, please pass on a copy of such 
resolutions to Greenpeace.) 


@ Move away from the use of all woods derived 
from ancient (é.¢., “old-growth” or “primary”) for- 
ests.

National AIA television ad 
campaign director comes to 
Boston; members to vote on 
financial support 


Chuck Hamlin, the innovative director of the na- 
tional AIA multi-media advertising campaign, comes 
to Boston on April 29 along with New England’s 
two representatives on the national AIA Board of 
Directors, Patricia Sherman AIA of New Hampshire 
and Jack Franzen AIA of Connecticut. 


At issue is the proposed three-year, $3.5-million na- 
tional advertising campaign, $1.5 million of which 
will underwrite the cost of the continuing print ad- 
vertising that the AIA has been financing out of its 
operating budget for the past four years. The re- 
maining $2 million for the three-year television ad- 
vertising campaign would come from a special dues 
assessment that will be proposed at the AIA Conven- 
tion in May. 


The assessment, which would be $50.00 annually 
for each AIA member in the U.S. for each of the 
three years beginning in 1999, is perceived to be the 
best way to finance the television advertising cam- 
paign, not only because there is no other obvious 
source for this level of financing but also because it 
would ensure that the money generated by the as- 
sessment would be used only to finance the televi- 
sion advertising campaign; the regulations attached 
to an assessment would prohibit its use for any other 
purpose; it could not be absorbed into the national 
AIA operating budget. It also is an opportunity for 
each of us to demonstrate our commitment to the 
notion of broad AIA advertising efforts, which mem- 
bers throughout the country have been urging for 
many years. The notion of the $50.00/year dues as- 
sessment will be discussed and decided by members 
at the AIA Convention in San Francisco next 
month. 


For Massachusetts members of the AIA, the April 29 
gathering with Hamlin and our national AIA Board 
representatives is an opportunity to learn more about 
this extraordinary effort and to discuss its goals, its 
financing, and the message we will be sending to the 
American public. Incidentally, several versions of 
the national campaign materials (including print ad- 
vertisements and television and radio commercials) 
will be available at no extra charge to the BSA and 
other AIA chapters throughout the country so we 
can customize these ads for local use.

Certificate of Merit Bill 

AIA Massachusetts and the BSA are co-sponsors of 
Senate Bill 369, legislation designed to minimize 
frivolous suits agains design professionals. 


The American Consulting Engineers Council/New 
England (ACEC/NE) and AIA Massachusetts filed a 
Professional Liability Tribunal Bill in the 1995-96 
session of the state legislature. That legislation 
would have established a three-person committee 
with veto-power over proposed professional liability 
claims; it was modeled on a similar law passed sev- 
eral years ago that provides relief for the medical 
profession. As expected, our bill met strong opposi- 
tion from the trial lawyers’ lobby and did not elicit 
much enthusiasm among legislators, who often re- 
peated the “I don’t want to limit the legal rights of 
citizens” mantra. 


Prior to the start of the 1997-98 legislative session, 
our “tribunal” bill was rewriten as “certificate of 
merit” legislation (modeled on existing statutes in 
Georgia, Arizona and New Jersey) and was filed as 
Senate Bill 369. This bill would require all claims 
against design professionals to be accompanied by a 
certificate prepared by a licensed professional who is 
registered in the same discipline as the defendant 
and who certifies that the case is not frivolous. 


In preparation for the bill’s hearing last April, our 
coalition of design professional associations gener- 
ated a two-inch-thick folder of supporting letters 
generated through grassroots advocacy with our re- 
spective professions. Unfortunately, the bill lan- 
guished in committee and was eventually sent into a 
“study” mode, a victim of a series of controversial 
bills (electric deregulation, gambling, death penalty, 
etc.) that consumed legislators’ attention. 


Readers who share our concern about frivolous 
claims against architects and engineers can assist by 
contacting your state legislators directly to commu- 
nicate the importance of this bill and to request that 
they support Senate Bill 369. You should urge your 
legislators to speak directly with the leadership of the 
Joint Standing Committee on Goverment Regula- 
tions. 


Please inform us of any communications you have 
about this matter with elected officials so we can co- 
ordinate our activities.

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A warning for your clients. Katherine McGuinness 
and Associates/TAMS alerts readers to a recent Mas- 
sachusetts state court decision (Hession Enterprises v 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts Architectural Ac- 
cess Board) which confirmed that the current owner 
of a building is responsible for compliance with state 
access regulations (521 CMR) even if construction 
was done by a prior owner. Violation of the law, ac- 
cording to the court, survives the transfer of owner- 
ship of a building.

Douglas Cole Smith FAIA 


Former BSA President Douglas Cole 
Smith FAIA died in January in Natick at 
72. Trained as a naval aviator, Smith at- 
tended the University of Pennsylvania 
where he earned his degree in architec- 
ture and engineering, From 1957 to 
1967, he worked for Hugh Stubbins & 
Associates and in 1967 became a partner 
in the Cambridge firm of Ashley, Myer, 
Smith (which later became Arrowstreet). 
He then established his own firm in 
1974. Smith was a former president of 
the Massachusetts Building Congress and 
the Massachusetts Construction Industry 
Council. He also served as a member of 
the Massachusetts Board of Registration 
of Architects and the National Council 
of Architectural Registration Boards.

Energy Committee and was President of 
the BSA in 1977. He was elected to the 
AIA College of Fellows in 1982. 


James E Clapp, Jr. FAIA 


Jim Clapp FAIA, a former principal at 
Shepley Bulfinch Richardson and Abborr, 
died in January in Arizona, his home 
since 1990.
